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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council 

of  Hexham  : — 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1949. 

During  the  year,  127  live  births  and  158  deaths,  including 
5 children  under  1 year  of  age,  occurred  in  the  area.  These 
figures  give  a live  birth  rate  of  13.9  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population,  a general  death  rate  of  17.3  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population  and  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  39.4 
per  1,000  live  births. 

These  figures  show  that  there  has  been  a drop  in  the 
birth  rate  and  a rise  in  the  general  death  and  infant  mortality 
rates  and  that,  with  the  exception  of  the  latter,  they  follow 
the  National  trend.  In  considering  these  rates,  however, 
it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  they  are  based  on  comparatively 
small  figures  and  in  consequence,  can  be  misleading. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  of  the  158  deaths,  more  than 
half  were  of  persons  over  70  years  of  age  and  two-thirds  of 
the  deaths  were  due  to  cancer  and  diseases  of  the  circulatory 
system.  Of  the  five  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age, 
4 were  due  to  congenital  malformation  or  the  hazards  of 
birth. 

During  the  year,  119  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  were 
notified.  Outstanding  among  these,  were  9 cases  of  acute 
poliomyelitis  compared  with  1 for  last  year,  12  cases  of 
tuberculosis  compared  with  11  for  last  year  and  59  cases  of 
food  poisoning.  The  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  all  related 
to  an  outbreak  which  occurred  during  the  month  of  May 
and  which  was  caused  by  artificial  cream  infected  with 
salmonella  typhi-murium.  The  active  co-operation  of  all 
concerned,  rapidly  brought  the  outbreak  under  control. 
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The  water  supply  continued  as  in  previous  years  and 
bacteriological  examinations  carried  out  proved  satisfactory. 
For  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  water  was  piped  direct  from 
source  to  consumer  and  was  satisfactory  in  quantity.  From 
June  to  October,  however,  it  was  found  necessary  to  pump, 
sand  filter  and  chlorinate  surface  water  from  Rowley  Burn 
to  supplement  the  supply. 

Of  the  dwelling  houses  in  the  district  40  are  supplied  by 
means  of  stand  pipes  and  the  remainder  by  a piped  supply 
direct  to  the  houses. 

Sewage  disposal  facilities  are  unchanged  and  sewage 
from  the  town  continues  to  be  treated  by  three  sewage  works. 
Treatment  is  still  not  as  complete  as  is  desirable  but  repairs 
and  modifications  are  being  carried  out  to  improve  the 
efficiency  of  these  works. 

In  conclusion  may  I express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Committees  for  the  great  interest  they 
have  shown  in  the  work  of  my  department  and  for  their 
unfailing  support  during  the  year.
